Directory  to  Appear  as  April  Journal 

As  a  result  of  unforeseen  delays  in  its  preparation  the  membership  Directory  will  appear  as  the  April  issue  of  the 
Journal  rather  than  as  the  November  issue  as  originally  announced.  In  order  to  comply  with  postal  regulations  this 
Conclave  Announcement  comes  to  you  as  the  November  issue.  And  as  soon  as  it  has  been  cleared,  the  long-ready  February 
Journal  will  make  its  appearance  in  late  March  or  April.  The  May  issue  is  even  now  being  assembled  and  with 
it  we  will  return  to  schedule. 

Two  factors  are  responsible  for  the  delay:  The  decision  to  make  corrections  in  and  additions  to  Directory  data  as 
late  as  January  15,  1940,  rather  than  June  30,  1939,  as  was  planned  in  the  publication  schedule  originally  established;
